MAGISTERIAL. FREAKS. 

Since the limo of the renowned Dogberry 
magistrates have eomo in for their share ol 
enricature. What with vanity on one hand, 
ignorance on another, ami overstraining so- 
rerity in a third, justice is sometimes sub- 
jected to rather scurvy treatment in the 
magisterial court, und satirists afforded only 
too frequent opportunities of levolling their 
shafts at a position that should bo above 
ridiculo if not indeed above censure. We liavo 
been strenuous advocates lor the establish- 
ment of rural magistrates throughout the 
country districts ; because wo believe that, 
independent of the saving on the ground of 
expense, we should have teully u more sen- 
sible class of men picked from the settlers 
than we ore likely to obtain from the generally 
useless class of individuals who come to 
colonies for tho express purpose of getting 
offices. There are instances of course, isola- 
ted ones fortunately, where this rule is some- 
times dillicult to bo carried out, and where 
the Government is obliged to place the mag- 
isterial power in the hands of men who how- 
ever well meaning, are totally incompetent. 
It is to one of this class we would especi- 
ally call attention in tho preseut article. 

Iu another column it will be Been that 
H.M.S. Clio has been making a very suc- 
cessful raid amoug the Indian whiskey 
sellers along the North-west coast ; and it 
will also be observed thul Mr. Duncan, J. P., 
the Missionary at Metlakatlab, has been in- 
dustrious in bringing the culprits to justice. 
There is a medium, however, even with In- 
dian whiskey sellers, and we are sorry to 
say Mr. Duncan has overstepped this 
boundary. We have no sympathy for men 
who are guilty of so nefarious a crime as 
selling or giving whiskey to Indians ; be 
cause the practice may lead at uny time to 
wholesale murders ; but thoro is something 
more injurious to society than a wicked man 
breaking the law — there is tho overstraining 
ol authority in the endeavor to punish. This, 
Mr. Duncan has done beyond nil precedent, 
— some of the men who were brought before 
him having been sentenced to a line of £800 
or eight years' imprisonment ! Wo can 
scarcely credit tho statement that an educated 
man brought up under the British flag, and 
made a justioo of the pence, should be si 
thoroughly ignorant of the powers and juris 
diction of a magistrate. The fact, however, 
should be sufficient to show to the IJritis 
Columbian Government tho necessity of 
weighing carefully the responsibility of ap- 
pointing magistrates in places so far from 
supervision and control as Metlakatlab . A 
missionary like Mr. Duncan, whose zeal up- 
pears to 60 far outrun his discretion as to re,- 
cognize on more than one occasion the capture 
of whiskey sellers in foreign territories, and 
then sentence them to a term of imprisonment 
outrageously beyond his jurisdiction, is the 
very worst specimen of material out of which to 
make a justice of the peace. A man who has 
apparently bo little reason in his dealings with 
the whites can scarcely bo expected to exer- 
cise any sound j udgment in bis intercourse 
with the Indians, and we may expect at any 
time to hear of somo serious collision be- 
tween the two races up north. Whiskey 
selling lo Indians can never bo put down by 
overstretching the law ; for the worst of 
criminals is entitled to the law's protection ; 
and Mr. Duncan, instead of facilitating the 
ends of justice, is simply, as events will 
show, throwing every obstacle in the way by 
having his decisions rendered nugatory. 

It is not tho first time that attention has been 
called to the rattier fantastic tricks uf this mis- 
sionary magistrate, who appears to exercise an 
autocratic power up North considerably more 
rigid than the ruler of the Russian Posses- 
sions. It is time that somo curb should he 
placod upon the gentleman or some not ion 
taken by tho British Columbian authorities 
that will rolievo t he people along the Norths 
west coast— Indians us wull r>s whites— 
of the dread of being burned alive or 
subjected to some other equally horrible 
punishment for interfering wilh Mr. Duncan's 
rather extensive trade with tho Indians. We 
are glad to find that the Clio has boon suc- 
cessful in capturing somo of tho whiskey 
sellers that infest the northern wators, and in 
inspiring the Indians themselves wilh a 
wholesome dread of tho law ; but tho absurd 
aotions of Air. Duncan almost neutralize 
everything that has been done. Missionaries 
are, no doubt, as a body very exemplary men ; 
but from the experience of every colony in 
which a civilized und uucivilizcd population 
lo a certain extent intermingle, they have 
proved tho most incompetent as well as the 
most dangerous persona to bo entrusted 
with magisterial powers and responsibilities.

The sim- 
ple fact is— and we have called attention to 
this matter before— that Britibh dramatic 
authors are uudcrpaid because British audi* 
ences are satisfied with poor rechauffets of 
French pieces, and because Urilisb managers 
era not only conlent to supply such ware 
opon cheap terms to the public, but form a 
kind of combination ujjuiiiot llic admission 
of any but a close borough of translators or 
adapters into their theatres- Doubtless tbey 
find that this plan is not unproliiuble ; but 
we doubt very much whether it is beneficial 
in the end- Under the present system the 
theatres are not filled hall' the year, and dur- 
ing the remainder they have to resort to the 
miierable and unsatisfactory system of papers 
or " orders." Uuder tho presont system, £40 
is considered a handsome price for a furoo 
and X100 is a noble price for a three-ac 
comedy.

THE BIG BEND MINES. 

OFFICIAL REPORT-RICH PLACER 
DIGGINGS. 

The second official report forwarded by 
Mr. Moberly to the Surveyor-General of 
British Columbia on his loccnt explorations 
on and in the vicinity of the Columbia River- 
appears in the New Westminster Government 
Cazstte, and is a highly interesting document. 
We extract the following in relation lo Ihe 
Big Bend country : 

It may perhaps be superfluous fur me to 
say anything with regard to the mines ol 
' the Big Bend ' alter all that has houn said 
aud written on this subject, but as I have 
had the opportunity of seeing a larger section 
of the country this season in their immediate 
vicinity than anybody else, it may not be 
amiss lor me to state that it is my firm con- 
viction they will prove not only very rich but 
will also bu found lo extend over a large ex- 
tent of eouulry, aud that gold-bearing quartz 
will be fouud in tha slate range, which is 
most unquestionably tho gold one. From my 
observations, as well us what I gather Irorn 
Messrs. Turnbuli and Green, this range 
crosses Gold Creek n short distunoe from its 
mouth, then touches the Columbia River at 
tho inoath ol Cairne's Creels, and thence 
bears away in a south-easterly direction 
crossing tho Ille-cille-waut River some 44 
miles from its mouth, und the llle-com- 
ohalux Hiver (which tails into tho heuil ul 
Upper Arrow Lake), as well as the stream 
which falls into the bend ol lCoutonay Lake, 
and I think most probably continues on in 
the direction of Wild Horse Creels. This 
being the case, I fully anticipate that rich 
gold fields will ho discovered on the head 
waters of all these streams and rivers, as 
well as those of tho different streams that 
havo their source iti this range, anil which 
fall into the Columbia on its easterly side. 

As the reports of tho yield of gold since I 
left tho Columbia River have much exceeded 
what was the ease then, a statement of the 
yield by me when gold was only beginning to 
be louud in quantities, might give a wrong 
impression of what now is most probably the 
fact— as high as SIM 50 to the pan (see Mr. 



Green's report) had been taken out on French 
Cruek ; reports were al-o current at that time 
that a single pan nl dirt had yielded $100 — 
On Cairne's Creek, at tho same date, Irom 
$30 to SoO per day to the hand was not an 
uncommon yield with sluices. 

One great advantage these diggings have 
over otheis in the colony is that they are not 
deep, and may so far us yet substantially 
known, bo considered as surface or " poor 
men's" diggings. 

Now that the trail from the head of Shu- 
swap Lake to the Columbia River is opened 
it is a very easy matter to reach llio mines 
ut present known, and not expensive' This 
trail strikes thu Columbia twolvo miles above 
Cairnes and twenty and a hulf miles below 
Gold Creek.

JOINT STOCK COMPANIES 

Where tho Limited Liabilities Act Re- 
quires Amondment. 

To Tin Editor of the British Colonist, 

Sib, — It must be apparent to the most 

casual observer how injurious is tho working 
of the Joint Stock Companies Act in tins 
colony in preventing the formation of com- 
panies to prosecute any discovery or to carry 
oul any enterprise. 

Under the present system registration fens 
nro charged on tho principle of a sliding 
scule, instead of being 01 o lixud and uniform 
rate, merely sufficient to pay for Ihe trouble 
of registration- It often happens that not a 
tithe of the nominal stock requires to be 
called in in carrying out an undertaking, and 
it certainly seems to mu that tho system as 
it exists at present, has an undoubted ten- 
dency to prevent capital from being employ 
ed in developing tho resources of tho colony. 

Suppose a good coal seam were discovered 
by a poor man (and such mines have boon 
discovered lately on tho north coast) and it 
necessary to lorrn a joint stock company 
to work it, and provided the nominal capital 
was placed at $ I (10,000— although it may not 
take a quarter of that amount to open it, 
yet before this company with its nominal 
capital can be organised tho poor man has to 
fork over to tho Attorney General tho snug 
little sum of $800 as a registration fno. Can 
there bo any thing in tho colony moro calcu- 
lated to suppress the circulation of capital in 
publio enterprises than the exaction of so 
largu a Bum lor rogiatratioh ! no rovenuo 
should in my opinion bo derived from such a 
souroe. A uniform fee sulliciont to oover 
tho trouble and time oi registration, say S10 
in nil that should ho roqnirod bo tho com- 
pany big or litlln, for by doing anything ctoo 
tho colony will kill the gooBO that may lay 
the golden egg.

H.M..S. Clio reached Comox on Christmas 
iTioruing from Metlakahtla nnd Fort Rupert, 
having ou board six white men charged with 
whiskey selling, among whom are Captain 
Knight and two men, one white man und an 
Indian belonging to the sloop Eugle laken 
at daman City, in tho Russian possessions, 
by one of the Clio bonis, und brought to 
Metlakahtla. Another schooner, the Non- 
pareil, having arrived at Fort Simpson at 
Ihe same time, a boat was despatched to 
seize her, and she was also conveyed to the 
Missionary Station. The Clio then proceeded 
to Kittinut, below Fort Simpson, nnd 
arrested an Italian named Frank, tra.ling 
there for Mr. Molowanski. They searched 
tho premises hut found no liquor. Sobus- 
topol, thu well»koown prospector who was 
wintering at Fort Simpson was also laken. 
Tho wdiole of the parties were tried on 
board Iho Clio before Mr Duncan, J. 1', ol 
Metlakahtla. Captain Knight was lined 
XliOO or six years' imprisonment. His mule 
and cools were fined XlOU each or one year's 
imprisonment. Captain Stevens was oidored 
to pay £800 or to sutler eight years' imprison 
merit. His mate, .Michael Cnstello, £201) or 
two years.

Captain Tumour | 
gave the Indians two hours to consider, but | ]] , 
they still refused, nrirl a shell was Bred over ' c'ty ui iiokrm 
Iho village. The Indians only laughed and : eonveyedatl bin 
shouted, aud orders were given Lo destroy 
the ranch, which was accordingly set on lire 
and every house burned. All the canoes 
except throe wore also destroyed. The In- 
dians, who had decamped in the meantime, 
hoisted a flag of truce, and the principal 
chiefs with tho murderers and several hun- 
dred gallons of liquor were given up to the 
man-of-war.
